This estimated breakdown is, of course, subject to continuing study, 
particularly with respect to Soviet jet fighter strength. At the present 
time, three of the Intelligence Advisory Committee agencies are reviewing 
previous estimates of Soviet jet fighter production, and these studies, when 
completed, may lead to a change in the foregoing estimated breakdown.
